REMARKS 


Claim Rejections 35 V.S.C. § 103 (a) 
Claims 26 and 28 

The Examiner has rejected claims 26 and 28 imder 35 U.S.C. §103 (a) as being 
impatentable over Tsuji (JP 08-204136) and Ito et al. (US 5,847,466). 
Applicant has canceled claims 26 and 28 without prejudice. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10 and 12-15 

The Examiner has allowed claims 1-10 and 12-15. 

The Examiner has provided a statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: a bond pad as claimed including a BLM disposed over vias 
and segmented such that each segment is connected to two or more vias could not 
be anticipated nor, in combination, be rendered obvious over the prior art of record.
